Rushville and Rush county, were 
visited with one of the mosl seven* 
electrieal and wind storms, accom- 
panied with a heavy downpour 
of 
rain, Friday afternoon, and 
again 
Friday night, which 
resulted 
in 
mueh damage in several localities. 
'Several fires resulted 
from 
tin 
storm, and wind did much damage. 
The deluge that followed, especially! 
about ten o’clock at night, 
resem­ 
bled a cloudburst. Wheat, corn a*nd 
other crops suffered considerably a- 
the result ol the excessive wind. 
In Rushville eity the storms did 
much damage. In 
tlie 
afternoon, 
trees and limbs were blown 
over 
many streets, and again at 
night 
more damage in this manner result­ 
ed. 1 lie city street department was 
busy this morning cleaning up 
the 
debris left by the storms. 
In the storm, at night, which eame 
up about t <*11 o’clock, lightning and 
wind combined to 
cause 
damage. 
Lightnipg struck the telegraph lines 
that enter the (. I. & \ \ . passenger 
depot, and a high tension wire be­ 
tween here and Indianapolis 
also 
fell across tlm lin* s, which added to 
the danger of t ho fire that resulted 
in the station. 
The large switch board in the sta­ 
tion broke out in Haims. The 
fire 
department was called, and the che­ 
mical truck sent to the depot. When 
the chemicals were all used, and the 
depot was threatened, a second 
a- 
larm call was sent to the fire sta 
tion and other apparatus was sent. 
The chemical tank on pumper 
was exhausted and 
the 
chemical 
truck that had been emptied 
went 
hack to the (ire station and was re­ 
plenished and again brought hack to 
the depot. In all 110 gallons of che­ 
mical were uesd to prevent the 
tie* 
pot from burning. With the

Lawrence Keller, ago 20 
year*, 
son of Mr. and M r s . Lewis 
Keller, 
living just northeast of this city on 
state highway 30, was killed Friday 
evening at Pekin, III., according to a 
message received by the family this 
morning. 
1 lie nature of the accident that 
resulted in the death, was not con­ 
tained in the message, it 
is 
not 
known whether lie was killed by a 
train, or in an automobile 
crash. 
The family was shocked upon hear­ 
ing of the message. 
Keller left this city three weeks 
ago with a companion, Orpa Steph­ 
ens, who lives in West Eighth street 
They left in a machine, and 
a 
few 
days ago word was received 
here 
from them stating that 
they 
had 
sold the ear in Kansas. It js 
110f 
known whether they purchased an ­ 
other e ar. or whether 
they 
were 
continuing their trip on a train. 
The deceased is survived by 
his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Keller 
a sister, Miss Gallic Keller, and a 
brother, William Keller of this eity. 
The l>od\ will He brought to his late 
residence, just northeast of 
here, 
and services will probably be 
held' 
Monday afternoon, but the arrange­ 
ments wore indefinite, pending the 
arrival of the bodv. 


Expert engineers associated with 
tlie Harmon-Ness 
company, water 
well contractors, are here endeavor­ 
ing to locate the reason why the 
new water well for 
the 
eity 
is 
pumping air, and making the water 
a milky -olor. 
The engineers have differed 
on 
their 
opinions 
and it is flu* first 
time that the firm has even been 
confronted with a >ituation like the 
one that lias shown up here. 
According to the contract 
with 
the firm, the well will not cost the 
eity anything, unless it 
is entirely 
satisfactory, and unless the capa­ 
city of the well is maintained. The 
eity officials are intent upon hav­ 
ing the contract made good, 
and 
have served notice on the firm 
to 
remedy the fault here. 
The chemical 
analysis 
of 
the 
water shows that 
it i- pure, and 
that there is nothing to be afraid 
of in drinking or using the water, 
rile water, however, 
according to 
the contract, should 
be clear, 
as 
well as pure, and the well should 
be capable of delivering 
(¡(10,000 
gallons a day. 
If made the test as contained in 
the contract for several days, but 
if is not measuring up to the tost 
now, it is understood, and for this 
reason the experts from the 
firm 
are making a survey and examina­ 
tion of the local c o n d i tio n s . 
it is understood 
that 
the 
en­ 
gineers differ as 
to 
whether 
it 
would remedy matters to drill 
tin 
well deeper. 
For this reason the 
company has sent 
additional 
en­ 
gineers here to study the p r o p o s i ­ 
tion and the company has not been 
able to reach a definite decision on 
how to pro *eed. 
The water Friday and today was 
clear. 
The pump was being watch­ 
ed closely, and was pumping 
300 
gallons of water a minute. 
If this 
pressure were reduced, or increased, 
Die carbonated effect of the water 
appeared. 
The well experts main­ 
tain that the pressure or quantity 
of water a minute should not a f ­ 
fect the color of the water. 
Some of the 
engineers 
believe 
that some of the connections in the 
pumping outfit might 
be defective 
and admit air. 
As far as the eity 
is concerned, it is not up to 
tin* 
local authorities^ to make 
sugges­ 
tions or recommendations, but it is 
up to the contracting firm, 
which 
lias given bond to cover the $8,000 
that is invested in the well. 
The outcome of the well proposi­ 
tion is being watched closely by the 
city officials, as if is entirely in the 
supervision of the contractors. 
If 
they see fit to drill it deeper, the 
eity cannot object. 
If 
the 
firm 
thinks best to abandon the present 
site, and go elsewhere and drill the 
well, it will fie ;it their own expense, 
and their obligation to deliver 000,- 
000 gallons of water a day holds 
good for a year.

FA ILS TO OBEY ORDER, SHOT 
Gary, Ind., July 10—-qj.R>—AYilliam 
Francis, 27, is in a hospital here 
today with a bullet wound through 
the abdomen.

ficers orders to halt. 
Francis and 
an unknown companion 
were 
a t­ 
tempting to attack eighteen year old 
Marie Baraneyk 
as she was re­ 
turning home from work, according 
to police.

Durkin must go to prison for 
35 
years for the murder 
of 
Federal 
Agent Edwin C. Shanahan. 
The jury which heard 
the evi­ 
dence in one of 
Chicago’s 
most 
spectacular murder trials returned 
Its verdict of “guilty” aV 8:45 a. 
m., and recommended 
the 35-year 
penalty after an all night delibera­ 
tion in which 
a compromise 
was 
necessary. 
After determining first that Dur­ 
kin was guilty, tlie jury was split 
between the death penalty and 
a 
short prison sentence. 
One juror 
held out 
hour after hour 
for 
a 
hanging verdict hut finally relented 
and agreed to the 
35-year com­ 
promise. 
Durkin was kept in ignorance of 
its contents until he appeared 
in 
eourt. 
None but attorneys, news­ 
paper reporters and photographers, 
and the immediate relatives of Dur­ 
kin were permitted in the court room 
when the 
jury filed 
in with 
its 
verdict. 
Durkin stood near the door which 
loads from the courtroom to 
the 
jail, 
nervously shifting from 
one 
foot to another. 
When the verdict 
was heard, lie dropped his head but 
betrayed no signs of emotion. 
He 
was hurried back immediately 
to 
bis jail cell before being given a 
chance to speak. 
The murder of which Durkin has 
convicted was committed 
on 
Sunday, October 11, 1925. 
Accord­ 
ing to the testimony, Durkin 
was 
confronted with 
Shanahan in 
a 
southside garage. 
After 
a 
few 
moments of conversation there was 
an exchange of shots and Shana­ 
han lay dead. 
It was Durkin’s de­ 
fense that lie shot 
Shanahan 
in 
the belief the federal officer was a t­ 
tempting to hold him up.
